Set aside the fact that this 
current projected record of a 
$445 billion federal deficit has 
sent political parties scraping 
over how President Bush has 
handled the economy; the 
news is bad for the country. 

White House Budget Di- 
rector, Joshua Bolten, said the 
projected debt was “good 
news” because it wasn’t as 
high as predicted in February. 
It’s a lot like charging a plasma 
screen TV on credit and tell- 


ing your family that they are 
saving money because the 
store was holding a “sale” and 
it did not cost as much as ex- 
pected. 

Remember: the nation’s 
debt is your family’s debt. 

Last year’s $375 billion 
deficit was also the largest 
ever, surpassed only by this 
year’s budget shortfall. If ac- 
curate, a simple math calcula- 
tion reveals that the govern- 
ment will need to borrow 
nearly 20% of the $2.32 tril- 
lion to cover this budget, 
which runs through September 
30th; just two days short of 
presidential elections. 

Borrowing that money 
will add to the more than 
$7,214,125,000,000 in na- 
tional debt, which currently 


represents more than $115,000””

Who does the thinking? 
Pay attention to how this 
is explained by the White 
House, how it is analyzed by 
politicians, and how it is ma- 
nipulated into sound bytes for 
the media to disperse to the 
public.

Schwarzenegger destacó

San Diego, CA (EFE) — Cerca de 
un cuarto de la población que carece de 
vivienda debido a su pobreza en el 
condado de San Diego está formado por 
familias y otro cuarto son trabajadores 
agrícolas que viven en los campos, 
según un estudio. 

Cerca de 759 familias que represen- 
tan 2,373 adultos y niños carecen de vi- 
vienda en el condado. señaló el reporte 
de la organización la Fuerza regional so- 
bre los indigentes. 

El total de 9,700 personas sin vi- 
vienda en el condado no incluye a miles 
de trabajadores indocumentados que 
emigran por un corto periodo de tiempo 
o continúan su“tránsito al norte del 
estado. 

Mientras que familias pertenecen al 
grupo considerado “tradicional” entre 
quienes carecen de vivienda debido a la 
pobreza, los jornaleros, que primaria- 
mente viven en cañones, laderas y cam- 
pos de las regiones norte del condado, 
emergen como el segundo mayor grupo. 

El precio medio de una vivienda en 
el área de San Diego alcanzó los 580,670 
dólares el mes pasado, de acuerdo con 
un estudio de la Asociación de agentes 
de bienes raíces de California. 

En previos reportes, la Fuerza re- 
gional se refirió a los jornaleros como 
trabajadores agrícolas o “indigentes ru- 
rales”, pero recientemente han abando- 
nado esa definición debido a que este 
grupo ha empezado también a buscar 
empleos en otros sectores. 

La agrupación dijo que los miles de 
jornaleros o trabajadores agrícolas que 
viven durante todo el año “en difíciles 
condiciones en tal vez 100 campamentos 
en propiedades tanto públicas como 
privadas en el condado”.

Familias y jornaleros representan 
mitad de personas sin vivienda 


La mayoría de ellos son hispanos 
procedentes de las partes centrales y del 
sur de México, que “abandonan 
condiciones de extrema pobreza a fin de 
buscar empleo” en Estados Unidos. 

De acuerdo con la Fuerza regional, 
las mujeres encabezan la mayoría de las 
familias que carecen de vivienda, situa- 
ción que las enfrenta ante una gran carga 
si se considera que cerca de la mitad son 
víctimas de violencia doméstica y que 
se estima que un tercio sufrió abuso in- 
fantil. 

En comparación con otras mujeres 
que viven en la pobreza pero que cuen- 
tan con vivienda, estas mujeres tienen 
una mayor probabilidad de tener pro- 
blemas con abuso de substancias o invo- 
lucrarse en relaciones con hombres que 
abusan drogas y alcohol, apuntó la 
organización. 

En el condado existen 835 albergues 
permanentes que cuentan con espacios 
separados para familias, la mayoría de 
los cuales permiten estancias 
prolongadas hasta que hayan recuperado 
estabilidad emocional y financiera. 

En comparación con el máximo 
histórico de 1999, estimado en cerca de 
15,000 personas sin vivienda, las nuevas 
cifras representan una disminución 
cercana al 35 por ciento, puntualizó la 
organización. 

La información se basó en esta- 
dísticas de enero procedentes de alber- 
gues, agencias de servicios sociales y 
agencias de aplicación de la ley. 

Luego, la Fuerza Regional elevó las 
cifras en 40 por ciento para representar 
a los indigentes “escondidos”, es decir,

In parts of Florida, Spanish 
dominates the linguistic land- 
scape and some stores put up 
signs saying “English Spoken 
Here.” 

People speaking English 
are already a minority in Los 
Angeles County. Data from the 
U.S. Census reveals that En- 
glish is spoken in 45% of the 
county’s homes and other lan- 
guages in 55%. 

It’s not surprising that the 
most widely spoken of the other 
languages is Spanish. Nearly 4 
million people — 37% of the 
Los Angeles County population 
— speak Spanish at home. How 
long will it be before Spanish 
surpasses English? 

Given the continuing immi- 
gration from Spanish-speaking 
countries, it may not be very 
long. 

Yet, in spite of that, English 
has nothing to fear. English has 
been and will remain the lan- 
guage of power and anyone 
wishing to succeed will have to 
do it in Shakespeare’s tongue. 

The importance of a lan- 
guage is due in part to the num- 
ber of its speakers but mostly to 
its political, social, and eco- 
nomic value. 

Mandarin Chinese has 
nearly a billion speakers. En- 
glish has about 320 million and 
another 350 million who speak 
it as their second language. 

Why are so many people 
learning English as a second 
language? Because it is the lan- 
guage of international business, 
global communications, tour- 
ism, science, technology, etc. 
Most scientific papers (80 — 
90%) are written in English, and 
many technical terms do not 
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have equivalents in other lan- 
guages. 

In essence, the value repre- 
sented by English is much 
greater than the number of its 
speakers. English, not Manda- 
rin, is the world's lingua franca. 

The same principle applies 
to Southern California and other 
parts of the U.S. where Spanish 
is expanding its presence. Even 
when the numbers of Spanish- 
speakers reach those of English 
speakers, English represents a 
much greater value. Thus, it’s 
much more likely that Spanish 
speakers will learn English than 
the other way around. 

English opens doors to em- 
ployment opportunities that go 
far beyond the ability of Span- 
ish to do so. 

Although you can get a job 
without knowing English in the 
U.S., it usually means menial 
work. It typically pays little bet- 
ter than minimum wage and of- 
ten does not include health ben- 
efits. It’s no wonder that a lot 
of money is spent on advertis- 
ing in the Spanish language 
media, peddling the easy way to 
learn English. The ability to 
work in an English-speaking en- 
vironment means higher sala- 
ries and opportunities for ad- 
vancement. 

English opens the doors to 
political power as well. Al- 
though there is some value in 
using Spanish during a political 
campaign, it’s English that’s ab- 
solutely necessary to get 
elected. 

Of course, the use of Span- 
ish in political campaigns is be- 
coming popular. The most vis- 
ible example is represented by 
current president George W. 
Bush who made good use of his 
limited Spanish in the 2000 
presidential election. Spanish 
does help somewhat get elected, 
but it’s English that determines 
It. 

English is also the language 
of voters. Even Hispanics who 
are likely to vote get their news 
primarily in English (53%), 
while the rest use both English 
and Spanish sources.

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In education, English is 
also king. In spite of the fact that 
in some neighborhoods Spanish 
speakers may be the majority 
and bilingual education may be 
used, the goal is to learn English 
and get ready for jobs or better 
yet obtain higher education. | 

What’s the language you 
need to be admitted and succeed 
in an American college or unj- 
versity? English, of course. 

No college or university in 
the U.S. allows you to become 
a doctor, an engineer, a dentist, 
a lawyer, etc. in Spanish. En- 
glish is the key to higher edu- 
cation and professional jobs. 

Do Spanish speakers know 
that English opens the doors to 
opportunity in the U.S.? You 
bet. 

A survey conducted by the 
Pew Hispanic Center found that 
more than 91% of Hispanics in 
the U.S. feel it's important or 
very important to learn English. 

That view is confirmed by 
facts. More than 90% of His- 
panics born outside the U.S. 
speak English or are bilingual. 
Even Samuel P. Huntington, a 
scholar at Harvard University, 
who wrote an anti-Latino article 
entitled “The Hispanic Chal- 
lenge” in a recent issue’ of For- 
eign Policy Magazine, acknowl- 
edges it. 

If English is so powerful, 
does it mean that Spanish is to- 
tally irrelevant? Not at all, but 
that’s the topic of another ar- 
ticle.

Hopes of amnesty have caused influx of immigrants 


Washington (EFE) — A guest 
worker initiative proposed by the 
White House in January has 
prompted an influx of undocu- 
mented immigrants counting on an 
amnesty, even though officials have 
made it clear that one is not in the 
offing. 

Immigrant rights organizations 
have kicked off a national cam- 
paign to inform immigrants of the 
main points of President George W. 
Bush’s proposal, which was for- 
mally announced January 7. 

The Central American Re- 
source Center, or CARECEN, the 
Immigration Forum, The National 
Council of La Raza, Honduran 
Unity and other groups said they 
initiated the educational campaign 
“because there are always distor- 
tions and rumors.” 

U.S. Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion Services has warned that un- 
scrupulous people take advantage 
of any opportunity to mislead for- 
eigners with false promises of le- 
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galizing their status. 

The latest proposal is no ex- 
ception. The very announcement of 
the guest worker initiative spurred 
rumors of the possibility of an am- 
nesty similar to one granted in 
1986, although Bush insisted ex- 
plicitly that his initiative “is not an 
amnesty.” 

Bush’s proposed initiative 
would allow illegal immigrants to 
remain in the United States for 
three years provided they have 


jobs. The status could be renewed 


and workers would have the option 
of applying for permanent resi- 
dency. 

According to the daily, a con- 
fidential Border Patrol report to a 
Senate committee noted that 1,000 
of the 2,881 undocumented mi- 
grants interviewed after their cap- 
ture on the southern border during 
the period January 7 to 26 said they 
had traveled to the United States 
because they heard rumors of an 
impending amnesty.s=

Fox destaca creación de casi 281,0 
empleos entre enero y julio 


México (EFE) — El 
presidente de México, Vicente 
Fox, anunció que en los siete 
primeros meses del año se han 
creado 280,938 nuevos empleos 
y que al actual ritmo de 
crecimiento se podrían superar 
los 400,000 al finalizar el año. 

“La cifra acumulada de 
nuevos empleos en lo que va del 
año es 280,938. Va caminando al

Pakistani arrested in Texas had 
traveled freely across Mexico . 


Mexico City (EFE) — Mexican immigration officials last Tues- 
day said their failure to arrest a Pakistani citizen later arrested in the 
United States for alleged links to terrorists was due to the fact no alert 
had been issued for her. 

Farida Goolam Mohamed Ahmed, arrested in Texas on July 19, 
had arrived in Mexico four days before and entered the country without 
any problem because Mexican authorities had received no alerts about 
her, Magdalena Carral, director of the National Migration Institute, said. 

“She arrived July 15 at the Mexico City airport on British Airways 
Flight 241 out of London,” Carral said. “We had no immigration alert” 
regarding her identity. 

The Pakistani entered the country on a South African passport “that 
didn’t require any type of visa” and allowed her to move and travel 
freely throughout Mexico. Her departure, however, was undocumented, 
because she apparently slipped illegally across the border into the United 
States. 

Ahmed was arrested four days later in Texas, with $7,000 in cagh 
and a forged passport. U.S. officials said her name was on a list the FBI 
had drawn up in the course of a terrorism probe. ‘ 

Mexico’s interior minister, Santiago Creel, said he has kept in “con- 
stant communication” with the U.S. Department of Homeland Security 
to confirm information about Ahmed. Mexico “should act firmly” and 
be “a good neighbor in combating the dangers posed by terrorism and 
organized crime,” he added.s=

Claves para motivarlos 

Para la psicóloga clínica Hidalgo, “la 
motivación es fundamental para determinar 
los esfuerzos y el interés que el niño mostrará 
por aprender. El pequeño ha de sentir que 
forma parte con su familia de un equipo, que 
trabaja hacia una meta: progresar en los 
estudios”. 

Los padres deben intentar conocer al 
máximo a sus hijos: saber qué les gusta o 
disgusta, cuáles son sus opiniones, 
convicciones, experiencias y deseos, y 
actuar de forma que los niños se sientan 
queridos, entendidos y respetados. 

Según la experta, “hay que crear una 
rutina predecible en casa, con momentos y 
horas determinados para levantarse y 
acostarse, para las actividades extraescolares 
y el sueño, así como una organización del 
tiempo adecuada. Esta previsibilidad en el 
estilo de vida va proporcionando seguridad 
y autocontrol al pequeño”. 

La actitud hacia los hábitos del trabajo 
en el ambiente familiar debe ser positiva. Los 
padres han de establecer expectativas claras 
y criterios elevados, inculcando a los hijos 
que hay que “hacer siempre lo mejor que uno 
pueda”. 

Sembrar el éxito o el fracaso 

Una familia puede condicionar hacia el 
fracaso de por vida, cuando sus expectativas 
respecto al niño son bajas, ya que ello afecta 
la motivación y la imagen que el niño posee 
de sí mismo. 


El papel de la familia es fundamental en el desarrollo educativo del niño. Los padres también 
deben controlar los hábitos escolares de sus hijos y establecer expectativas claras y criterios elevados 


para con sus hijos. Foto EFE/María Jesús Ribas 


Los niños necesitan experimentar el 
éxito y comprender que para conseguirlo se 
necesita un trabajo sostenido. También han 
de sentir el fracaso, pero no como una 
pérdida de confianza en sí mismos, sino de 
una forma positiva, como una vivencia de la 
cual pueden aprender a mejorar y que les va 
a ayudar a enfrentarse con éxito a las adver- 
sidades, frustraciones e injusticias que pue- 
dan experimentar en el futuro. 

“Los pensamientos negativos que el niño 
tiene, minan su confianza y desarrollo, y 
refuerzan la posibilidad de que se suceda un 
fracaso tras otro. Por ello es imprescindible 
sustituir estos sonas que tienen desarrollada 
esta capacidad aumentan también su capa- 
cidad de liderazgo, persistencia e iniciativa”. 

Las notas no lo son todo 

Según Marichu Hidalgo “al fijar las 
expectativas respecto de las notas escolares, 
hay que tener en cuenta que ‘no lo son todo’ 
en educación. Además, hay que adaptar las 
exigencias, a las capacidades y limitaciones 
de cada niño”. 

“Si un hijo tiene problemas de 
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rendimiento escolar y no mejora, es 
imprescindible establecer reglas y límites. Si 
rompe las normas, los padres incluso pueden 
imponerle algún castigo, o lo que en psico- 
logía se conoce como refuerzo negativo”, 
señala. 

El “castigo” ha de aplicarse de forma 
inmediata y puede consistir en que el niño 
pierda algún privilegio o posesión: por ejem- 
plo. que no vea la televisión, no juegue con 
la videoconsola o que pierda el derecho a 
usar el teléfono. 

Lo que hay que evitar bajo cualquier 
circunstancia, según la psicóloga clínica, es 
“recurrir al castigo físico. Los gritos, ame- 
nazas y azotes no sirven para que los niños 
desarrollen su autocontrol; lo único que 
puede enseñarles es que la violencia es una 
forma aceptable de manejar los problemas”.

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Rincón Financiero: 
Entendiendo el seguro de 
incapacidad (“Disability 
insurance”): Parte 1

De acuerdo con la Adminis- 
tración del Seguro Social y el 
Departamento de Trabajo, un tra- 
bajador de 20 años tiene un 30 por 
ciento de probabilidades de quedar 
incapacitado antes de retirarse. El 
seguro de incapacidad contempla 
su falta de capacidad para ganar 
dinero como resultado de una 
enfermedad o herida. Existen dos 
tipos de seguros de incapacidad, de 
corto plazo y de largo plazo. Nos 
ocuparemos de los seguros de largo 
plazo la próxima semana. 

Por lo general, los seguros de 
corto plazo pagan por un máximo 
de seis meses un porcentaje del 
salario, típicamente 60 por ciento, 
que ha dejado de percibir por una 
herida o enfermedad. Si su em- 
pleador no se lo ofrece, asegúrese 
de evaluar todas las alternativas 
existentes antes de contratar una 
póliza por su cuenta, por ejemplo: 

l. Licencia con goce de sa- 
lario: Si en su trabajo existen la li- 
cencia por enfermedad y la licencia 
por emergencia (“paid leave”), 
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verifique cuántos días le corres- 
ponden en cada caso y si puede 
acumular los días no utili-zados en 
un año para aprovecharlos en el 
futuro. No obstante, algunas em- 
presas establecen topes para las 
licencias con goce de salario. 

2. Seguro contra accidentes 
de trabajo (“Workers compensa- 
tion”): En la mayoría de los casos, 
se exige a los empleadores que 
contraten seguros contra acci- 
dentes de trabajo que cubran una 
porción del ingreso del trabajador 
en caso de que éste no pueda 
trabajar, en forma temporal, debido 
a un accidente ocurrido en el lugar 
de trabajo o en horario de trabajo 
mientras realizaba tareas para su 
empleador. 

3. Seguro de automóviles: Si 
usted resulta herido en un accidente 
automovilístico, es posible que su 
seguro de automóviles incluya la 
cobertura de los gastos médicos y 
el lucro cesante. Lea su póliza o 
pídale a un agente de seguros que 
se la explique para verificar si es 
así. 

Incluso si su empleador le 
ofrece un seguro de incapacidad de 
corto plazo, es recomendable que 
usted trate de crear su propio fondo 
para emergencias equivalente a 
seis meses de gastos.

Atenas — Fiel a su costumbre, 
Hugo Sánchez se ha encargado de 
tirar la primera piedra en camino a 
otro reto del fútbol mexicano. “Si 
no consigue medalla en Atenas, 
Ricardo Lavolpe y Alberto De La 
Torre deberán presentar su 
renuncia”. 

Los Juegos Olímpicos co- 
mienzan temprano para México y 
lo hacen justamente en la disciplina 
que más pasión, polémica y revue- 
lo causa en el país. La selección 
sub-23 con tres refuerzos mayores 
de edad deberá enfrentar el próxi- 
mo 11 de agosto al representativo 
de Mali. Instalado en el Grupo “A” 
del certamen, la competencia me- 
xicana continuará más tarde ante 
el anfitrión Grecia y frente a Corea 
del Sur. 

El problema tiene que ver con 
los antecedentes históricos del fút- 
bol mexicano en Juegos Olímpi- 
cos. Y no le busquen mucho. No 
hay nada. Quizá aquel cuarto lugar 
en los Juegos de México 1968, 
donde se perdió el juego por la me- 
dalla de bronce ante Japón.
